Alderman Napolitano asked for the number of uniform checks that have been written this year
and specifically for title code 9161 (Police Officer).

Per union contracts, uniform allowance for sworn members are payable in three (3) installments
of $600 on February 1, August 1 and December 1 of each year.

On February 1, 2018 - 12,518 uniform checks were issued of which 9,462 were for Police
Officers in title code 9161. On August 1, 2018 - 12,800 uniform checks were issued of which
9,653 were for Police Officers in title code 9161.

Please note that the numbers provided above do not reflect new Police Officers hired after
August 1, 2018. Those officers will receive their uniform checks on December 1, 2018.
